p f 1,524,000 Recommended for 

Kentucky Hirer. 

Gen. Thomas L. Casey, Chief 
of Engineers of the War Depart- 
ment, has recommended that 01. « 
524,000 be appropriated to com- 
plete the improvements upon the 
Kentucky river, $500,000 of which 
to be expended next year. Now 
what we want is that our Senators 
and Representatives see that the 
amount recommended gets into 
the River and Harbor bill and is 
not reduced after it is put there, 
and if they fail to attend to the 
matter the people should remem- 
ber them when they ask a re-elec- 
tion. Our own Representative, 
Col. Breckinridge, has been very 
remiss in this matter, and he 
should be reminded that unless he 
looks after the Kentucky river ap- 
propriation—a matter in which 
the greater portion of his district 
is vitally interested — the people 
will send a man there who will. 
Senator Blackburn has also 
given the Kentucky river the cold 
shoulder in the past, and he, too, 
should be stirred up. Both of 
these gentlemen will have a great 
deal of explaining to do on other 
points when they come seek ng 
re-election, and it will be well 
enough lor their constituents to 
know, when they get them on the 
stand, why we have been neglect- 
ed so long in the matter of ap- 
propriations to the river. It has 
been understood for a long time 
that the only reason a pitiful gioo,- 
OOO or $150,000 was doled out to 
Kentucky river when the Kana- 
wha and other rivers were getting 
their $500, 000 and $1,000,000 was 
because our Representatives asktd 
for nothing and took what the 
Committee or River and Harbors 
chose to give, standing back upon 
the plea that it was undemocratic 
to take money from the Govern- 
ment. The Representatives from 
other States have never been 
bothered with any such scruples, 
have gone in for big money and 
have got what they asked. All 
we need is to have men in Con- 
gress who will look after our inter- 
ests and not devote their time to 
making national reputations as 
orators. Oratory is all right 
enough, but when it is expended 
for the benefit of the country at 
large and home interests neglected 
then it becomes too much of a 
luxury and can be dispensed with. 

LKT THE WOKK GO OK. 

The Bridge should be Complet- 
ed This Winter. 

It has been suggested that as the 
King Bridge Company are so fa 
behind on their contract that the 
old St. Clair street bridge should 
be patched up and allowed to re- 
main until spring, when the iron 
bridge can be put up in good 
weather. 

The old bridge has already been 
tinkered with until a large mass of 
the people are afraid to cross it 
and they want it supplanted by 
the new one as soon as possible. 
Delays are dangerous and the 
Bridge Company should be com- 
pelled to go ahead with their con- 
tract, and push it to an early com. 
pletion. It is no fault of the city 
and. county that the work will 
have to be done in cold weather, 
and they should not be made to 
pay six months' interest on the 
bridge bonds, which have already 



been sold, and have nothing to 
show for the money thus expend- 
ed 

If the King Bridge Company 
had a contract to put up a bridge 
in a northern city they would be 
compelled to rush the work, and 
there is no reason why they should 
be allowed to play with this city 
and do the work at their leisure. 
Let the work go on and the soon- 
er it is completed the better.

Manual Training. 



The public school, like all other 
institutions, is the result ol dvelop- 
ment. 

Development is a gradual ad- 
vance or growth through a series 
of progressive changes: the open- 
ing of an envelope by which the 
hidden content is exposed. Noth- 
ing can be developed which is not 
first enveloped. Within the tiny 
shell of the acron lies the possibil- 
ity of a mighty oak, a dormant 
germ awaiting the influence of 
heat, light, moisture* and air to 
cause it to spring forth into a 
majestic tree, beautiful and use- 
ful. Just so has the manual train- 
ing school lain, a dormant germ 
awaiting the influence of popular 
favor and support. To-day it re- 
ceives this influence and in re- 
sponse has awaken into life, lias 
become a vigorous growth, pleas 
ing and benefiting all over whom 
its influence extends. 

We have stated heretofore that 
the public school has been and is 
a most potent factor in advancing 
civilization. We now state that 
by reflex action the public school 
has been advanced by society and 
developed to its present condition. 
The public school exists as a pro- 
duct of present civil society, ful- 
filling its mission to day as well as 
any school of any passed age 
fulfilled its mission. The systems 
of education a«d instruction of 
past ages harmonized with then 
existing condition of civil society 

In early tribal lite, all authority 
was vested in the elders who were 
the instructors also. They gave a 
domestic education, but their ef- 
forts were without coherence, con- 
scious aim, pinciples or system. 
There arose after a time a necessi- 
ty for State education. To pre- 
serve the State the >ouths were 
trained as soldiers. Next came 
caste education, the education of 
the priest, the knight and the 
burgher. Upon the decline of the 
nobility and the clergy the neces 
sity for general education arose. 

The manual training department 
of the school is answering the de- 
mand of the masses for complete 
popular education by training the 
tactual and the visual senses as 
v. ell as the mental powers. 

Neither the wisest teacher nor 
the profoundest philosopher of 
fifty years ago had the faintest 
conception of what would be the 
character of the public school of 
to day, nor are the most far-sight 
ed of to-day able to conceive the 
character of the school of fifty 
years hence.

ing department of the public 
school is to assist in the harmoni 
ous development of its pupils, by 
giving attention to the power to 
do, as well to the power to think 
or the power to feel. This is the 
development of the piesent. 

Manual training is in itself a de- 
velopment. It is yet young in 
years. The first stage was experi- 
mental, through which it has 
passed successfully. The experi- 
mental stage satisfied leading edu- 
cators that the study it highly 
beneficial as a part of the school 
curriculum. The present stage of 
manual training is the determina- 
tion of what is the best subject 
matter to present 4.0 pupils and 
how to present it in the most 
effective manner. No formulated 
course exists which meets the ap- 
proval of all teachers. It may be 
mpossible to formulate such a 
course owing to the varying needs, 
or; at least, to which is supposed 
to be the varying needs of different 
localities. An ideal course of 
manual , raining exercises may be 
arranged as a standard with which 
each may compare his own favor 
ite course. Efforts are being made 
at present to organize a Manual 
Training Teacher's Association, 
the object of which is to advance 
the interest of manual training in 
every legitimate way.

An Old Man's Letter* 

New Mavsville, | 
Putnam, Co , Indiana. J 
Editoi Roundabout: 

Dear Sir —Suffer an old man in 
the 84th year of his age to give 
your readers a few ideas of his 
experience of hard times. I was 
born — if I had not been I never 
would have come to Indiana — but I 
will tell you where and when: On 
the eleventh day of August. J 8 10. 
in Franklin county, Kentucky, 
rather between Bridgeport and 
Hardinsville. I don't recollect 
whether in the morning or night 
— I was so young and it has been 
a good long time and I have for- 
gotten, but know I was there. I 
grew up upon the farm until I was 
1 8 years old, when I went to 
Lawrenceburg and lrarned the 
tailor's trade. In 1829, went to 
Connersville and carried on the 
business with Sanford Monday. 
Married in .1832 and moved into 
the southwest part of Shelby 
county, where I continued working 
at my trade for two years, and then 
came to this county in December, 
1836. I have seen many changes 
and some pretty hard times. I 
lost my wife in 1846, and she left 
me with four small children. In 
. 1849 I married again and three 
children was the result. I raised 
the seven children, but only three 
of them are living. My last wife 
died in 1869 and I traveled for 
several years to see the country, 
but I have now settled for the 
balance of my life. I have two 
sons — one is in California practic- 
ing medicine, and the other is a 
Baptist minister, living in Ladoga, 
ten miles from here. My oldest 
son has nine hundred acres in a 
stock ranch and plenty of stock 
upon it, but there is no money in 
that country. My health has been 
poor for two years. I live here 
with my son-in-law and only 
daughter and have been confined 
to my room and bed for over two 
years. 

We hear much said about hard 
times. When I came to this 



country spice bush and sassafras 
were our tea and coffee. We did 
not complain of hard times, we 
were satisfied with the country. 
Corn was 12*4 cents per bushel, 
potatoes the same, wheat 373^ 
cents per bushel, labor 37^ cents 
a day, and a day was twelve hours. 
We knew but little about hard 
times. Many changes have taken 
place, but few are living who 
were here then, and I am the old 
est man living who resided here 
in those days. Many have cross- 
ed the dark waters and I am left, 
but for what purpose I do not 
know., My greatest interest is to 
be ready when the Master calls for 
me.
